CROOK CROSSES THE LINE INTO ARIZONA. 
TomusToneg, Ariz., June 11.—[Special.]— 
Albert Smith arrived in town this morning 
direct trom Silver Creek, distant sixty miles. 
He states that Gen. Crook and command ar- 
rived there at noon. yesterday, with 230 hos- 
tiles, seventy-five of whem are bucks, in- 


} cluding Loco and another Chief, name un- 


known. The remainder of the band are 
squaws and children. 
CAPTURED IN BATTLE. 
The hostiles were captured by Crookin a 
fight in the Sierra Madres the 15th of May. 
Juh escaped with his band. Crook will re- 


main one week at Silver Creek to give the 


rest of the hostiles a chance to come in and 
surrender. 
CHARLIE M’COMAS A HOSTAGE. 

Charlie McComas was with the Indians 
when attacked by Orook, but was taken off 
by Juh’s band. ' 

The captured Indians state that Juh and 
the rest of the hostiles will comein. They 
are holding McComas as a hostage. 

AN AUZLMENTIC REPORT. 

Smith brought in an order from an Indian 
trader for a quantity ef Indian supplies, such 
as calico, red paint, looking-glasses, etc. 
There is no doubt of the capture. 

ADDITIONAL DETAITS. 

Tomsstone, Ari. T., June .11.—Sorghum 
Smith arrived from the Chiricahuas this 
morning, bringing information to the Epi- 
taph that Crook had returned from his ex- 
peditiop and was encamped at Silver Creek, 
at the south end of the Chiricahuas, which 
he reached yesterday afternoon. The place 
is sixty miles southeast of this place. Loco 
Chato and 280 hostiles who had surrendered 
were brought in by Crook, who récrossed 
the line last Saturday. Among the prison- 
ers were seventy-five bucks, old and sick. 
The rest were women and children. It is be- 
lieved that Crook will return and endeavor 
to expture the warriors. His command is in 
good fighting trim, the casualties so far be- 
ing nothing. 

THD NEWS AT TUCSON. 

Tucson, Ariz., June 11.—[Special.}—Spe- 
cials received from various points along the 
southern line of Arizona ‘today give unmis- 
takable evidence of the return of the Indians. 
The mesas along the the foothills have been 
fired from Antelope Springs east for 100 
miles. This isathing the Americans and 
Mexicans strictly avoid, as it destroys them 
for stock and renders the passage of the 
country difficult and dangerous. It is be- 
lieved that Gen. Crook has driven the hostiles 
ant of Sonora and is in hot pursuit. News 
hourly expected from his command. 


CONFIRMATION. 

LATER—A courier has just arrived at 
Tombstone with the important information 
that Gen. Crook crossed the Mexican line 
last Saturday, and brought out 200 captured 
hostiles, about eighty of whom were 
old men, the rest about 100, being squaws 
and children, without the loss of a man. 
Chiefs Loco and Chato are reported among 
the captives, but this evidently is a mistake, 
as they would without doubt have been 
found among the able-bodied warriors. Gen. 
Crook is now in the Chirichahua Mountains, 
near the line of Mexico, about seventy miles 
south of Camo Bowie. 

THE SCATTERED HOSTILES. 

Reports from the vicinity of Sanbardino 
ranch are to the effect that trails of small 
bands of Indians have been discovered, head- 
ing north, Thursday or Friday last. 

A Richmond, N. M., special received this 
morning states that a prospector, who was on 
his way in from Buerro Springs, 


was fired upoh by a party 


ot twenty-five hostiles seven miles out 


from Richmond just after sundown. He re- 
turned the fire and then secreted himself in 
the Polo Verde thicket. Darkness coming on 
he was enabled to escape. Col. Forsythe, 
who happened into Richmond last night, 
went out to the spot this morning’ and took 
the trail of the Indians. It is believed by ail 
old settlers, 48 well as by army officers, that 
the Indians have been driven out of Mexico 
by Gen. Crook, and that they are now mak- 
lug their way back into New Mexico and 
Arizona. It is believed that the hostiles will 
sell their lives dearly, and unless immediate 
steps are taken by the army in Arizona to 
notify and protect citizens, many will be 
murdered, as the hostiles will learn that no 
quarter will be given, and that they will not 
be allowed to return to San Carlos Agency. 
DISPOSITION OF THE TROOPS. 

There are plenty of troops if properly dis- 
tributed and if efficiently handled. Com- 
munication will doubtless be made with Gen. 
Crook today, but he will not be apprised of 
the Indian movements in Arizona and New 
Mexico for at least one day later. Maj. Bid- 
die and about 200 men are now within strik- 
ing distanee of there. Other troops are at 
Fort Huachuchba Camp, Bowie Camp, and 
Thomas. Besides those, Col. Forsythe isin 
easy reach, who should be able to move. 

A SENSATIONAL REPORT CONTRADICTED.

DIRECT FROM GAIDBARDO. =~ 

EL. Paso, Tex., June 11.-5[Special.]—Tne 
following dispatches from Tan Tumor 
correspondent in Chihuahua were received 
here very late tonight: 

Casa Granpes, Chihuahua, Sierre Madre 
Mountains, June 5.—The expedition under 
command of Col. Emilio Gallardo, which 
left the 14th for a scout in the Sierra, 
has returned, and left’ for San Buena 
Ventura to report to Guerra. The command 
did not encounter any of Crook’s scouts, but 
struck an Indian trail when twelve days out, 
near Rio Bonita, which runs down 
the slope of the Sierras . on 
this side. The trail was warmly foliowed, 
and found to lead inte Heda de Aymilas, 
Eagle's Nest Canou. Preparations were at 
once made to surround the hostiles, and 
flanking rties were put out from the 
main body. The 2th ul. the Indians 
were discovered. A trap was laid for 
them, and they retreated through the only 
part of the mountain cafion left open, Gal- 
lardo pressed rapidly on after them, and 
they were obliged to abandon forty-two head 
of stoc< in the effort to escape. 

THE RETREAT.. 

They retreated towardg the Sierra Careay. 
situated to the north of Corralitas, which is 
a spur of the great range. It con- 
tains a beautiful park, where there 
is wood, grass, and. plenty ot 
game, and where starvation for 
the hostiles cannot be relied upon, In order 
to prevent hot pursuit the hostiles fired the 
Sierra in their flight, and it is now 
burning. The Indians have with 
them an American named Patrick 
Finn, who was captured near here 
early in May. In the Sierra Carcay, with 
but one or two narrow. trails leading to it 
through perpendicular cafions, they can defy 
the whole combined forces of Mexico ana 
the United States for months, and there are 
equaily as secure places in and around the 
Casa de Janos.

PUBLIC OPINION. 

Juh is universally looked up to as a man 
of rare ability, although as a war Chief he is 
not considered the equal of Geronimo. But 
Geronimo can only fight, while Juh cannot 
only fight but plan. Jth, in the Apaché 
tongue, means fire. The Chiefs of the other 
two bands associated with him have 
Spanish names, Chato, Flatnose, and 
Loco Madina. Among all classes, 
and your correspondent has spoken 
with hundreds, the universal opinion favors 
Tent Creek. The only fear expressed is 
instead of making good Indians he may try 
to indace them to go back to San Carlos. All 
speak strongly on this subject, and de- 
mand th the same measures 
which the Apachés meted to 
their victims ‘should be used back to them 
again. Gen. Crook has still remaining full 
rations for a month, and is in a neighbor- 
hood where can get supplies.

irresponsibility. 


POOD-ADULTERATION. ’ 
The lar investigation by the Directors of 
the Board of Trade is bringing to the gurface 
a great many facts relative to food-adul- 
teration. The points thus far elicited in the 
testimony are few compared with those 
which have been stirred up thereby in the 
world outside People meet and compare 
notes; scores of them tell things which they 
have known, or had reason to suspect, for 
months, and even years past, but have not 
mentioned simply because there was no cum 
rent occasion to talk about them. One ean 


now hear on the street-corners, in the cars, in 


stores, and in private houses enough to show 


‘that the people, in me aggregate, know 


sufficient about adulteration to sicken them 
all. As, however, they only know it by 
piecemeal, each one having but a small part 
of the great fund of information, their stom- 
achs do not rise in revolt against the swin- 
dies which are daily practiced upon them in 
the matter of food, drink, and medicine. 
Each seems to take it for granted that as he 
does not see the imposition there is none 
practiced upon him, and does not feel it to 
be his duty to interfere on behalf of others. 
Did the people but half realize the extent of 
the fraud practiced upon them as individuals 
they would rise as one man to free them- 
selves from a more odious tyranny than was 
ever suffered under King George LIL or the 
rule of the Southern slaveocracy. 

itis more odious, because more danger- 
ous. If robbed of our money we may re- 
cover it. Lost liberty may be regained. 
Even a blighted reputation may be recovered 
from, though the most difficult of the thfee. 
But the individual whose constitution is un- 
dermined by the use of impure food or drink, 
and who is then poisoned by bogus drugs in 
the vain effort to avail himself of the aid of 
medical skill, loses all. There remains not 
for him the possibility of recovering that of 
which he has been robbed. It has de- 
parted. forever. And hés murderers not 
only go unpunished, but are held up to the 
worid as exemplary business men, who have 
achieved success in the face of strong com- 
petition. Perhaps they take rank as pillars 
of the church, or supporters of educational 
institutions, or other charities: thus purchas- 
ing & reputation for piety or benevolence 
with the price of blood, But they are none 
the less worthy of execration equally deep 
as that which followed the Borgian poison- 
ers, and which in the better future will mark 
the memory of the men who have waded to 
military glory through the blood of thou- 
sands of their fellow-creatures in wars of 
conquest and spoliation. 

There can be no doubt that the march of 


the human race very much more than it has 
injured it. The average man and woman of 
today lives longer, as well as vastly more 
comfortably, than they of a century ago, to 

say nothing of the Middle Ages in Europe. 
or the universal baruarism of more remote 
periods: But it is open to question if we are 
not now losing in this respect. The more 
recent tendency of science, especially chem- 
ical sciente, is to foster fraud by teaching 
how to disguise and imitate. It has already 
invaded the manufacture of nearly every- 
thing that passes into the human stomach. 
It has taught how to adulterate our bread 
with plaster of Paris and white clay, to say 
nothing of the minor swindle of putting 
in corn-meal, rye flour, and liberal doses 
of potato starch into what 8 passed off 
as a pure product of wheat. Its aid 
is invoked to make sausages from tainted 
meat, lardfrom impure grease too filthy to 
be described, butter from equally objegtion- 
able material, honey without the aid of the 
bee, vinegar from pyroligneous acid, sauces 
and preserves from turnips and coal-tar, cof- 
fee-beans from clay, tea from the products of 
our own soil, “pure olive-oil” from lard, 
wines that are innocent of grape-juice, sugar 
from corn, and spites of ‘which not two 
ounces in the pound come from thé tropics. 
lt has made it difficult to obtain anything 
pure unless we bny it in the apparently nat- 
ural state, and we cannot then always be sure 
of it. When it gets to the point where farm- 
ers receive regular consignments of oleomar- 


butter “on the farm,” and leading packing 
firms’ find it necessary to keep an expert 
chemist continually on duty in their houses, 
one may well shudder at the widespread in- 
iguities to which these revealments furnish 
a faint ciew,

either knowing no better or being obligea by 
stern necessity to purchase the most 
that is offered for his small amount 
of money. And 80 the tendency is 
to a continuous deterioration, The man whq 
would really prefer to manufacture or sell 
only honest goods is soon diggouraged by 
finding that the effort is notappreciated. The 
men of easy conscience, who form a large 
majority, are perpetually on the lookout for 
the opportunity to take a little more advan- 
taze, Tho inevitable result is an increase in 
the percentage of adulteration by old meth- 
ods, a less steady augment in the number of 
fraudulent processes and in the list of adul- 
terating material employed, and with all 
this a deterioration even in the quality of the 
material so used. Take the article of lard 
as an instance. A few years ago certain re- 
finers found that they could fix into it about 
10 per cent of water by injecting it in the 
shape of steam. For two or three years this 
steal contented them. Then they learned 
to. extract from this lard certain portions 
which could be sola for mare when used as 
other product, Seon it was found that 
impure grease could be whitengd and de- 
odorized, and the extent to which this dis- 
covery has been utilized is knogn only to 
the initiated. More recently white Airt, 
clay and nothing better, though known by 
the high-sounding title of “traolin,” came 
into use in large quantities, and is said to be 
uséd today, though this is denied by parties 
in the trade. Passing Over the use of mutton 
and beef fat, which may be harmless enough 
in thefhselves, but are nevertheless frauds 
when sold as lard, we come to the last in the 
list, so far as it has gone, cotten-seed oil, a 
large percentage of which is used by some 
manufacturers. It may be claimed for, this, 
also, that it is harmless, and healthful, and 
used largely for cooking burposes in its pure 
state. Granting even this, the sale of the ar- 
ticle as lard is a gross swindle; buf it may 
not be safe to consider the firet part of the 
assertion as proven by the last. There is 
some médical reason for suspecting that the 
advocates of what has been called the Mal- 
thusian philosophy might findin this very 
same cotton-seed oil a powerful weapon with 
which to fight their way to a victory that 
would involve suicide. In any event it is a cry- 
ing sin against humanity te palm it off upon 
an unsuspecting public for what it is not; and 
no amount of alms-giving or subscriptions to 
church work can atone for the crime. 

The ceterioratory process has already pro- 
gressed so far that 40 per cent of lard, 60 per 
cent of butter, 75 per cent of drugs, 90 per 
cent of our spices, and 100 per cent of our 
preserves, honey, and confections are bogus. 
We mean by this that surprisingly large 
quantities of each are made and sold as 
„pure“ which contain the above-named per- 
centages of fraudulent material. There is 
positively no exaggerationin this appailing 
statement. And this is the state of ‘things 
now. Whatit willbe a few years hence if 
the evil be unchecked no one can tell, ex- 
cept in the last-named instance, That can- 
not well be worse than itis now. Surely it 
is about time to stop it, before we are all 
poisoned off by the refinements of science 
as thartyrs to modern eivilization. How. to 
do it is one of the problems which most im- 
peratively demand attention and solution. 

Possibly that solution is to be found in 
the Hebrew word kosher. We present this 
now simply as a suggestion, perhaps to be 
considered in a tuture article. 

Han LICENSE AND WORKINOMEN. 

One of the chief objections urged against 
the reform license bill by its opponents in 
the Legisiature (partly with the purpose to 
conceal their real motives and partly to 
pander to a certain communistic element 
which is supposed to be influential in pol- 
itics) was the allegation that the measure 
received its warmest support trom corpora- 
tions, manufacturers, and large employers 
of men. It was assumed that this statement 
would be detrimental to the bill, and at the 
same time would help to placate the public 
sentiment which condemns the party oppo- 
sition which the Democrats in the Legisla- 
ture made co it. 

If there is anything in such a theory we 
are willing to give the opponents of the bill 
the benefit of it, and to that end will admit, 
once for all, that employers as a class, repre- 
senting in the aggregate the great bulk of 
capital in the State which makes up the 
wages fund; ace the stanchest friends the 
measure has and look forward to its bene- 
ficial operation as a law with the greatest 
hopefulness. 0 

It is necessary to a full, understanding of 
this phase of the license question, however, 
toinquire why it is that the railroad com- 
panies, the manufacturers of all kinds, the 
pork-packers, the lron-mills, the lumbermen, 
and other large employers of labor take a 
special interest in high license. When that 
question is answered properly, their attach- 
ment to the measure will be accepted as one 
of the strongest reasons for believing in its 
efficacy. 

The reason why all classes of employers 
are favorable to a minimum license law is be- 
cause they believe it will result in a curtail- 
ment of superfluous doggeries, diminish 
drunkenness among their employés, make 
the latter more faithful and efficient, and by 
coutributing to the prosperity of the work- 
men render them more contented. The ex- 
perience of all employers of labor has taught 
them that the excessive use of alcohol, and 
especially the proximity and superabundance 
of saloons wherever workingmen are em- 
ployed in any considerable number, lead to 
negiect, carelesness, dishonesty, poverty, 
and discontent. This fact is so clearly ree- 
ognized in Germany, Austria, Sweden, and 
many other countries in Europe that the 


laws prohibit the location of saloons within. 


a considerable distance of factories. 

Under the no-license or low-Acense system, 
which prevatis for the most part throughout 
the United States, the location of a factory, 
furnace, machine shops, lumber or coal yard, 
or mine, or railroad station, or packery, is 
followed instantly by the opening of a dog 
gery, to which a shanty, a gallon of whisky, 
and a keg of beer are the only requisits: and 
as the number of employés increases the num- 
ber of grogshops grows. Around the lumber- 
yards, the stock-yards, the iron-works, tan- 
neries, planing-mills, railroad-car shops, and 
all the manufacturing centres of this city and 
county, entire rows of houses are given up 
to doggery purposes, which “absorb the sav- 
ings-always, and ia many cases the entire 
earnings, of the opératives, to the want and 
starvation of their families. The. compati- 
tion among the groggeries to seize the wages 
of the workingmen is so great that the credit 
system is almost universal, and when pay- 
day comes ground the saloonkeevers grab the 
money which is needed to buy the necessa- 
ries of life for wives and children. Employ- 
ers are abnoyed peyond measure by gar 
nishes suits to pay whisky bills, and tnhou- 
sands of dollars a year of workingmen’s hard- 
earned money are paid over to Justices ot 
the and Con: for costs in petty 

N wo collect whisky bills from the 
working man. - 
| This miserable, * condition of 


the deprivation of their families. 

As a matter of fact, the argument which 
the political strikers for the Liquor League 
have been in the habit of harping upon to 


prejudice high license is one of the strongest | 


pleas that can be made for it. It is the very 
argument which the workingmen themselves, 


in their sober senses, and especially their 


wivesand dependent children, would make 
if they could be heard on the subject. This 
very consideration will have great weight in 
assuiing the remaining steps in the comple: 
tion of the law.

vice in order that it may not go into 
effect in this city for a year to come. 
They have made up their minds that if 
they cannot defeat the law they will imitate 
the example of South Carolina, and try to 
nullify it. With that end in view, an ordi- 
nance was introduced in the Council last 
night to provide that the license year, whith 
now begins the Ist of July, the day the Har- 
per bill will go into effect, shall begin the 
ist of June, the intention being, of course, to 
let all the saloonkeepers rush into the office 
of the City Clerk and get for 8103 what 
would otnerwise cost them at least $150, If 
this infamous measure is allowed to go into 
force, and there is reason to fear it will if 
the decent members of the Council do not 
fight it to the bitter end, the city will be 
robbed of more than a milliow doliars, the 
difference between the rates fixed by the bill 
and those at present charged by the eity. It 
is proposed to take this sum of money out of 
the peckets of the taxpayers and vote it as a 
gratuity to a let of saloonkeepers who for 


n have paid far less than they should 


have done. 

It is worse thin that even; it is an attempt 
on the part of the Aldermen to pass on the 
constitutionality of a law; it is an attempt 
to usurp the functions of the Supreme Court, 
and to say that the City Council of Chicago, 
and not the body prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion, is the one which is to decide what shall 
and what shall not be law in IHinois. It 
is not likely that any of the members 
of the Legislature, even among those 
who voted against the Harper Dill, 
will be pleased with this novel theory of 
constitutional law. It is an attempt to nulli- 
fy a statute of the State, and should be met 
as promptly as similar attempts on the part 
of other bodies of men have been met before. 
There is no reason to hope for any help from. 
the Mayor or his veto; he is too wedded to 
the cause of the saloonkeepers to be expected 
to kill a measure which benefits them so 
much, even though the first regult of it will 
be to take a million dollars out of the reve- 
nues of the city whose interests he professes 
to have so much at heart, 

The only way in which to dispose effectu- 
ally of this infamous scheme is to beat it in 
the Council, to fight and filibuster, and ro- 
sort to ali forms of parliamentary tactics to 
keep off its consideration until the Ist of next 
month, when it will be dead beyond hope of 
resurrection. Should it pass, every saloon- 
keeper in Chigago will send in nis 
‘check to the City Clerk, and in less 
than a week 3,000 licenses will have been 
taken out at the present low and inadequate 
rate, Let every tdxpayer who is interested 
in having better police and fire protection, in 
the completion of publie buildmgs, and in the 
construction of all needed improvements, 
use all the influence that he jas to nip in the 
bud this last and greatest of thé outrages 
which whisky Aldermen have sought to 
perpetrate in this city. |

UNPUNISHED CRIME, 

The editor of the Leyisville Courter Jour- 
nal is still wrestling with the great question 
of unpunished crime. In his recent address 
before the students of the University at 
Nashville he attacked this subject in a very 
rational way, and while not acknowledging 
that the South was pecullar in the matter of 
crime, he did confess that homicide was alto- 
gether too frequent therg, and assailed with 
great vigor the feuds And vendettas, and 
particularly the dueling code, which are dis- 
tinctively Southern. The burden of his ad- 
dress at that time, however, was that both 
North and South had crime enough to oc- 
cupy their careful and prayerful attention, 
and that if they would devote themselves to 
its mitigation they would not have time to 
criticise each other’s deficiencies, 


This was a fair and unprejudiced stand- 


point from which to judge the q uestion, but, 


alas! with the memory of that address and 
his warnings to the young men of Tennessee 
fresh in his mina, he now returns to the 
emotional styleagain, ‘and lets his feelings 
run away with his reason in the genuine 
Southern style. In bis paper of the 7th he 
copies from Tne Curcaco Tripune all the 
accounts of crime ip the West contained in 
the issue before him and parades. them be- 
fore his readers as illustrations of the sacial 
conditions in the North, Tur Tamer con- 
codes that the showing was a very bad one, 
perhaps discouraging, butthisis not to the 
point. It the great moral teacher of 
Louisville is to work for the re- 
duction of crime in the Soutlr 
he must not at the same time attempt the 
work of criminal reform in the North.

Last 
year Judge Lynch executed 117 wretches, 
fifty in the North and sixty-seven in the 
South, as follows: Virginia, 2; Texas, 16; 
West Virginia, 1; Georgia, 3; Alabama, 6; 
Kentucky, 8; Florida, 3; Missouri, 4; Loui- 
siana, 9; South Carolina; 6; Arkansas, 4; 
Tennessee, 2; Mississippi, 3. Up to the pres- 
ent date this year forty-nine criminals have 
been legally executed in the United States, 
thirty-four of them in the’ Southern 
States. Forty-eight have been illegaily exe- 
cuted during the same period, twenty-two of 
them in the South, the majority in the North 
being due to the lynching of no less than 
sixteen horse-thieves and murderers ob the 
extreme frontiers of Montana, where there 
is no law of any sort, so that it cannot rea- 
sonably Ggure in any disquisition on crime 
ora criminal comparison between the two 
sections.

ABSTRACTS IN THRE RECORDER'S OFFICE. 

A bill is now pending in the linie Legis- 
lature which is designed to systematize, 
regulate, and legalize the preparation of ab- 
stracts in the office of the Coek County Re- 
corder. This business has been carried on 
for some years in a rather irregular way, but 
it is the purpose of the proposed law to de- 
fine the requirements of abstract-making and 
to fix the fees. The text of me bill is as fol- 
lows:

The passage of this bill will give a guaran- 


tee of method and authenticity to those 


paid into the 


who obtain abstracts from the Recorder, and 


will take this part of the business out of the 
jurisdiction of the County Board. . The prac- 


tice has been for the board to allow the Re- 


eorder an extra $1,000 a year for doing this 
abstract business, and the power to vote this 
compensation or withhold it has been used 
as a means to interfere with that officer in 


the appointment of his clerks and assistants. 


This ts all wrong. If itis desirable that the 
Recorder should furnish- abstracts to the 
public at all, it is highly desirable that it 
should be stipulated by law what kind of ab- 
stracts shall be made, and what price shall 
be charged. It this duty imposes additional 

and responsibility upen the Recorder 
he should receiye additional compensation ; 
but such compensation should be ‘regular 
and permanent; it should be made a part ot 
his salary, not subject to allowance or disal- 
lowance by the County Board according to 
the extent to which the Recorder may permit 
the Coynty Commissioners to dictate the ap- 
pointments and control the patronage ot his 
office. This consideration should induce the 
Legislature to pass the bill which we quote 
above, and thus take the abstract-making out 
of the hands of the local politicians and 
place it upon a regular business basis, sub- 
ject to statutory enactment,

NO CHICAGO TEA EXAMINER. 

Why is Chicago still without that official 
known as a Tea Examiner? The Chicago tea 
importers ask this question of their wives 
and children every morning while drinking 
their coffee. They ask the same question of 
their clerks when they enter their offices. 
But neither their wives, nor their children, 
nor their clerks can answer the Knotty ques- 
tion, for they are unfamiliar with the pecul- 
iar ways of the Treasury Department at 
Washington. When ex-Congressman Al- 
drich returned from the National Capi- 
tal he assured the anxious tea imoort- 
ers that a Tea Examiner for Chicago 
would be appointed immediately.’ Congress- 
man Davis. expected to hear when he 
returned from Washington that the appoint- 
ment had preceded him by telegraph. It is 
hardly necessary to say that Congressman 
Davis was doomed to disappointment. He 
found the Custom-House officials ot Chicago 
engaged in the pleasing duty of tying up 
small packages of tea imported at the Port 
of Chicago for transmission to New York, 
to be examined by Mr. Davies, Tea Exam- 
iner of the Port of New York. Congress- 
man Davis’ cup of breakfast tea cools while 
he is waiting for the Tea Examiner of New 
York to pass upon its quality. Six hundred 
thousand persons in Chicago put their 
several cups of tea aside sadly. every 
morning because it is not e¢onvenjent 
tor Mr. Tea-Examiner Davies to drop in 
the beverage is 
pure or poisonous. There is only one tea 
expert in the United States; his name is 
Davies, and he Is in the City of New York. 
Seriously, this dawdling over the subject ot 
the appointment of a Tea Examiner for the 
Port of Chieago is very disergditable to the 
Treasury Department. It is notorious that 
the Collector of this port long ago sent to the 


department half-a-dozen W. or less,

Govern- 
mentends and anarchy begins the moment 
public power is used for privdte purposes, as 
it is in every case of protection, Four hun- 
dred years ago Sayonarola dropped a re- 
mark in Florence which is just as pat now as 
it was then under the intolerable use of the 
privileges of place by the Medicis for their 
own profit, Savonarola declared that no in- 
dividual should receive a benefit from tne 
Government which was not general. Re- 
publics especiaily need to be eternally vigi- 
lant to prevent the slightest departure from 
this wise maxim of the Fiorentine. Protee-

Tue fire underwriters have come to the 
conclusion that the time has arrived when a 
radical departure in the mode of doing busi- 
ness must be inaugurated, For years fire 
insurance has been subjected to the keenest 
kind of competition; Rates were reduced 
with a recklesness only equaled by railroad 
managers when they undertake a war, and 
risks that no prudent insurance company 
should take at any price were fought for 
with a rapaeity suggestive of half a dozen 
hungry dogs over a bone. The moral hazard 
was entirely lost sight of. Losses con- 
tinued to multiply, surplus funds were 
wiped out, capital became impaired, and 
the luckless stockholders, instead of receiv- 
ing dividends as formerly, were compelled 
to stand assessments or lose their shares: 
Several companies withdrew from the field 
and others went Into Hauidation. Good fire- 
insurance is worth a certain sum. Any that 
is sold at reduced rates must of necessity be 
of less value, and that is the kind that care- 
ful, conservative merchants and manufactur- 
ers do not want. A stiffening of rates, a 
greater regard for the moral hazard, and a 
change in the mode of business, whereby the 
temptation to write on anything offered can 
be removed from all agents who are paid on 
the commission plan, willdo much towards 
improving the morals of the profession, and 
give to it a stability that in very truth it does 
not now possess.

was begun this morning. ‘The court was

ASSISTED EMIGRATION. 
ARRIVAL OF ANOTHER CARGO OF IRISH 
VICTIMS. 

New York, June 11.—[Special.]—Seven 
hundred and sixty Lrish immigrants arrived 
in this port today on the British steamship 
Belgravia. They are an installment of 
many thousands of irish poor whom 
the English Government intend to 
ship to this country. Each immigrant, 
‘large and small, received £5 from 
the English Government, of which £3 14s, 
went to pay for the passage over, which 
leaves them 41 68., or $6.50, each to begin 
life in this country, for few have any 
money of their own. Half of them 
are children. About 20 per cent are 
men capable of working. Some of 
them are 80 years old. They were poorly 
clad. The majority speak the Irish language 
nly, or possess a few words of English. 

Belgravia arrived at the Anchor- 
Line pier at the foot of Leroy street 
at 4:30 o’clock ‘this afternoon. The cabin 
passengers were sent ashore first, and then 
the steerage passengers, with their scanty 
luggage, were put upon the pier. There 
were 787 of them—thirty-seven* were immi- 
frants from England, shipped at Liv- 
erpool, and the rest were the British 
Government assisted Irish immigrants. 
They waited upon the pler until a barge ar- 
rived to take m to Castie Garden. The 
lrish immigrants were evidently of the peas- 
ant class. Their clothing was of the most 
miscellaneous character. The small pro- 
portion of able-bodied men - did 
not look very able-bodied, and ‘the 
old met, of whom there were a considerable 
number, were bowed and feeble. Some of 
the families had as many as ten children. 
The immigrants were taken on board the Bel- 
gravia at Valentia, Ireland. They were 
carried from Valentia to the Belgravia 
by a British gunboat, which made three 
‘trips before all were taken from the shore. 
On way over the immigrants displayed 
much’ laziness and gave the official of the 
Belgravia much annoyance by lounging the 
greater part of the time in the bunks, and 
exhibited great unwillingness to go upon 
the decks. This is the largest batch 
of immigrants ever brought from one sec- 
tion of Ireland in the steerage of a single 
steamship. 

In a few days another cargo of British 
Government-assisted immigrants are expect- 
ed to arrive from Galway. It is said the 
British Government has made contracts with 
the principal transatiantic steamship lines 
for trensporting thousands of immigrants to 
this country. They ere said to be princi- 

ally Irish peasants who are starv at 
Bome. Those coming out from Galway have

with two shots from a revolver, the balls do- 
ing no harm. 

The escaping molders turned and sent two 
shots from their revolvers toward the crowd. 
A dozen pistols were then drawn, and shot 
followed shot in rapid succession. 

THE FATAL SHOTS. 

Finally White and Canfield were obliged 
to face their pursuers, who were then close 
upon their heels. They gave a last but un- 
heeded warning to Hutchinson, who was 
slightiy in advanee of the others, and then 
White fired. Hutchinson had just stopped 
to seize arock. The bullet crashed through 
his brain, and he died almost instantly. 

Fifteen police had arrived at that juncture, 
and the crowd scattered. 

A moment before Arthur Imeson. another 
unionist, had been dragged from the scene. 
He had been shot in the nidtuth. The wound 
is fatal. Winestone is also reported in a dy- 
ing condition from a bullet in the thigh. 

White and Canfiela were taken into cus- 
tody, despite the attempts of the mob, in- 
cluded in which were the wives and daugh- 
tersof union molders, to pounce upon them. 


ALMOST A LYNCHING, 

On the way to the station-house a number 
of the women attacked the police, and suc- 
ceeded in releasing White, whom they sur- 
rounded and called upon the male portion of 
the crowd to lynch him. He was recaptured 
after a desperate struggle, during which 
several persons were feiled by blows from 
policemen’s clubs. 

The officers and their prisoners were 
followed to the very doors of the police 
station, the mob demanding that. the non- 
uvionists be strung up from the nearest 
lam p-post. 

Hutchinson belongs in Detroit, Mich. He 
arrived in Troy two week ago as a spotter 
tor the Molders’ Union. He attempted to 
secure empligyment in the non-union shop, 
but the proprietors, suspecting his motives, 
refused him work. It is asserted that it was 
under his direction that the recent attempt 
to destroy the boarding-house of the non- 
unionists was made. 

The foundry proprietors will be arrested 
tonight as accessories to the murder, in fur- 
nishing their employés with revolvers. They 
justify the shooting by their men, and will 
bear all the expense of their troubles, 

LATER. 

William Sleicher, one of the foundry pro- 
prietors, has been locked up oy complaint 
of a pnionist, who charges him with being 
an accessory to the killing of Hutchinson.

Prrrenund, Pa., June 11.—[Speclal.]I— The

Tucson, Ari., June 11.—[Special.]—The 
Special courier of THe Tripune arrived at 
Tombstone tonight frum Crook’s head- 
quarters at Silver Creek, Arizona, bringing 
the first official information of Crook’s ex- 
pedition.

A Movement to Abolish Them in New 
York. ‘ 
New York, June 11.—([Special.}—A meet- 

ing of the grain trade of the Produce Ex- 
change will be held tomorrow to decide 
what steps must be taken to be represented 

at the meeting of the Railroad Commission- 
ers tomorrow, who are to consider the propo- 
sition to force the railroad elevators to abolish

In July, 1882, it was agreed between 
the railroads terminating at Baltimore, Phil 
adelphia, New York, and Boston that a 
charge of one cent per bushel should be im-

elevating business. The other roads forced 
the New York roads to agree to 
the proposition under the threat that 
they would make it free iu  Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, and Boston unless 
it was done in New York. J. H. Rutter, in 
a letter to the r Commissioners, says: 
“We are dissatis 

but if the railroads at other cities do what 
they threaten to do—that is to say, make the 
elevation free—we are confident then that the 
grain shippers of New York would be ata 
disadvantage.”’

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading proddice markets were fairly act- 
ive yesterday and ata lower range.
